And the saiue result would occur did 
an elephant with a life of perhaps a 
couple of hundred years, breed like a 
locust. In some way, which as yet we 
may not fully understand, the princi- 
ple of Nature is to maintain a bal- 
ance of power In our world.

Unless the cows In the herd arc er 


ceptional milkers, calves Intended for 
fat yearlings should be started oh 
corn, knflr, mllo, barley, wheat, or 
oats, when from four to six weeks 
nl'tl. says the bulletin. Nothing so 
stimulates the growth nnd curly ma- 
turity as milk fresh from the dam, 
hut In all cases ralves should be fed 
llbi'rally on grain, for at least one 
month before weaning time. Every 
efl'orl should be made lo get the calves 
hrutigh the weaning period without 
o.<s of their baby fut. The grain ra- 
loi) should be Increased so as to per- 
inii ns litilc chiinge In Ihclr rate of 
growth and faltenlng as possible. 


Some feeders build "creeps" in the 
aslures or lots so that the calves 


can get their grain without dlsturb- 
inn-o by the cows. Creeps consist of 
small pens with openings which per-' 
mil only the calves to enter. These 
openings may have rollers on each 
side to prevent bruising the calves. 


Problem of Weanlna. 


Calves 
from 
heavy-milking 
cows 


should be weaned .'gradually."'If they 
are running with the cows the wean- 
Ing should be begun by. keeping them 
up and allowing, them to suck, only 
twice each .day for five or six days, 
after which they should be allowed to 
suck but once each day for a similar 
period. Then one. day's sucking may 
be omitted, and later two days. Thus 
the entire weaning takes ten to fifteen 
diiyK. The calves of cows giving lit- 
tle milk should be weaned abruptly 
by separating them as far .as possible. 


Fall calves should not be weaned 


until after the cows and calves are on 
grass. Spring calves should either be 
kept. on grass after weaning In the 
fall or be given some succulent feed, 
such as silage. It Is advisable to pro- 
vide them with winter pasture, such 
as wheat, oats, rye, or barley,When 
soil a.nd clh-patlc conditions permit.

The large volume of business 
handled by the recently organized to- 
bacco, cotton nnd' rlco associations IB 
given as, the reason for the change.

seven West North Central states han-

In 1015, 


whereas co-operatives In these stales 
now handle 80 per cent of tho tutal 
tnislnejw.. Organizations In the three 
I'iicltlc slates In I01f> did 24 per cent 
of Ihe total business, as compared 
with 10 per cent In 1023. Co-operatives 
in the Kial North Central group did 
14 per cenYof the total In 1015,. as 
compared' Vltb 15 per cent In 1023, 
and co-operatives In the Middle Atlan- 
tic group did 0 per cent .in 1916 II 
compared' with 12>,4 'per cent In 1923. 


The imtest growth Is shown In ih» 


Kast South Centra!' group, where co- 
operatives' in 1015 did little better than 
1 per cent of the total business, ai 
compared with 0 per cent In 1023. The 
figures for the South Atlantic states 
show a jump from 2 per cent to 7 per 
cent, and the West South Central 
stales an Increase from 1 per cent, in 
3915 to 4 per cent in 1923., A small In- 
crease Is shown In the New England 
states and u slight decrease In the 
Mountain stales.

Some-rape and a 
little rye was found In the standing 
corn also. The pigs eating the stand- 
Ing corn made slightly more rapid 
gains and made 100 pounds of pork on 
6 per cent lefs concentrates than the 
pigs fed corn In the yard.
